The Crop Outlook 
Winnipeg, July 18.—Within the last 
four days erop conditions throughout 
the entire Canadian west have shown 
marked improvement. Up to _ that 


time parts of districts of Saskatohe- 
wan, Alberta, Assiniboia and Western 
Manitoba were beginning to suffer 
for want of rain, and the crop was ai 
a standstill... Within the past forty- 
eight hours, abundant rains have 
fallen ali over these districts and the 
drouth is relieved before any damage 
had been done, 
most favorable,. warm enough for 


The weather is now 


good progress and not too hot. <A 
report. from Regina,N.W.T., where 
there Was most danger of drouth, says 
that they have had a glorieus rain for 
eizbhteen hours and everything is all 
right and that they can do without 
any more rain until harvest, if neces- 
sary. 

Straw jis strong and vigorous, but 
not too lush to prevent early! ripening. 
All grain is well headed out, except in 
6mall areas where sown late, and, even 
there the heads sre formed, thouzrh 
net sc far advance’. Heads are long, 
mang exceeding five inches, and give 
every indication of heavy yields, Oats 


and barley are deing weN and 


samples of barley are doing well and 
many samples of barley three feet, 
six inches high, with long, full heads, 


leaving vast trecis of country 
with a Genss mass cf dead trees. Dur- 
ing the past few years pnd especialy 
this year these have ‘been aGying cut. 
The supposition is that this timber 
las caught fire and 's how burning 
fiercsiy.

Oats are heading out 
and give promise of an excellent crop. 
Five weeks of favorable weather from 
now on is all that is needed to insure 
one of the heaviest crops of the finest 
quality ever harvested in the Cana- 
dian west—and that is saying a good 
ceal, , Moe ee E 

Up to date there have been no re- 
ports of rust. 

In. the Bed River valley the crops 
are magnificent, having had an abun- 
dance of rain during June. Some vers 
smail areas nave had too muck rain, 
but ihcugh a lass to the individual 
farmer, are too small to cut any fi- 
gure in the aggregate. 

There is no better indication of the 
crop prospects iu the Canadian west 
than the small advance on the local 
option markets during the past few 
days, when American markets have 
been se strongly bullish. Wednesday, 
July 13, when Chicago Juiy advanced 
2 1-4 cents and Minneapolis July 13-4 
cents, the advance at Winnipeg was 
only 5-8 cent; on July 14, when Chi- 
cago July closed 1 5-8 cents over the 
previous day, Winnipeg July closed at 
decline of 1-8 cent from _ previous 
close. The crop is still subject to 
weather conditions, and it may yet be 
damaged, but the outlook is simply 
excellent for all zrain, except that in 
some districts it is from one week to 
ten days late. 

A number of Winnipeg grain men 
are arranzing a tour through the 
sourtry to inspect the crops.
